Mean- 
ing that the cause of sciatica 
was to be found some other 
place than in the sciatic nerve. 

To cure. the trouble, the 
cause must be found and re- 
moved, or the relief -of pain, 
“heat, preferably moist heat, js. 
the most effective, A “hot sitz 
bath, heat on the affected leg, 
and an alcohol rub are very 
soothing. Counter irritants 
such as linfments composed of 
equal parts of oil of winter- 
green and oll of eucalyptus 
rubbed in and covered with 
flannel and a heating pad 
give great relief. 

The physician can inject a 
weak solution of novocaine or 
alcohol into the region of the 
spine or sacrum where the 
nerve emerges. This will afford 
relief for some time. . 

Sugars and sweets should be 
eliminated from the diet, and 
milk, fruits and fresh Vere. 
tables with an abundance of 
water substituted, Sometimes 
it 18 necessary to stretch the 
nerve under an anaesthetic and 
apply an extension to the 
limb. The cause is usually
